“That is one of Krug's characteristic slurs—a falsehood,” the 
U.M.W. leader told the Senate Public Lands Committee after Sena­ 
tor Dworshak (R-Idaho) read to him part of Krug’s testimony at 
an earlier hearing. 
The committee is investigating the Centraba, III., mine blast 
'March 25 which killed 111 men. 
Lewis reiterated today the dis­ 
aster was “due to the negligence” 
of Krug, boss of the government- 
seized pits. 
“The nation cannot afford to 
continue to kill and wound with 
impunity the men who mine the 
nation's coal,” he told the com­ 
mittee. 
Lewis said the policy of the Coal

The U. S. Senate Finance Committee is 
about to consider the important question of 
ir :ome tax reduction. The IIousc of Repre­ 
sentativos already has adopted a tax reduc- 
ti in program which will save taxpayers S3.8 
billions a year. 
The prospect tor favorable consideration of 
this by the Senate has been enhanced by a 
forecast of a substantial federal surplus. 
John W. Hanes, former under-secrctary of 
the Treasury, has estimated that the U. S. 
government will end the current fiscal year, 
June 30, with a surplus of three to four bil­ 
lion dollars. This will mean that the U. S. 
! udget will be out of the red at last. It will 
r.¿ean that a start can be made at reducing 
the federal debt and it will also mean that 
the way is open for giving the individual 
citizen some income tax relief. 
By putting purchasing power into the 
hands of individuals through tax reduction, 
r urchases can be increased and manufactur- 
rrs encouraged to reduce prices thereby 
helping to avert a possible recession. 
For a young married veteran with a net 
income of S3,000, an income tax reduction 
provided in the bill by the House of Rep­ 
resentatives would amount to an increase of 
76 ¡n ’ake-home pay or effective purchasing 
TAer. 
This would be enough to buy a

It 
sta rte d this w ay: F or several years, George Scldcs 
has been publishing a weekly two-by-four entitled 
“In F a c t” in which lie sm ears everybody who dis­ 
agrees w ith Stalin. The m ore one disagrees, the 
inore often he is called a Fascist, a servant of the 
N. A. M. and a votary of the H earst-M cC orm ick- 
P a tte rso n Axis.

Eugene Lyons in the m agazine “Plain T alk ,” 
a m ost 
courageous and ingenious publication, pro­ 
duced the history of George Seldes and “In F a c t” 
under the title, “Red M outhpiece.” 
Lyons shows 
that 
when 
Seldes 
w orked 
for 
Colonel M cCormick’s “Chicago T ribune,” he was 
anti-Com m unist. lie quotes him then as saying: 
“Believe 
me, 
if 
Bolshevism 
ever 
comes 
to 
A m erica, nothing would please me m ore than a 
nice corner post on a roof overlooking two main 
stree ts and a nice large m achine gun w ith unlimited 
belts of am m unition. . . . ’ 
But times have chnngcd and so lia\e George 
Seldes’ tastes. He has since become a personage 
in the following “fro n t” organizations: 
“Am erican Com m ittee for Protection of Foreign 
Born, Am erican Friends of Spanish Democracy, 
Conference for C onstitutional Liberties in America, 
Friends of the A braham Lincoln Brigade, Friends 
of the Soviet Union, Intern atio n al Labor Defense, 
International W orkers Order, League ol American 
W riters, N ational C om m ittee for People's Rights, 
N on-P artisan Com m ittee for the Re-Election of 
Congressm an Vito M arcantonio, Citizens C om m it­ 
tee for H a rry Bridges.” 
And, of course, he publishes and edits “In F a c t.” 
Lyons quotes an article by R uth M cKenney in

Earl Brow der's 
sister-in-law*, under the nam e of Rose Euler, Was 
business m anager of “In F a c t.” 
Now, I cannot get so terribly excited about a 
Communist advocating Communism. T h at is his 
privilege. The point at issue is that George Seldes 
denies the allegation. He insists that neither he nor 
“In F a c t” is Communistic. They are progressive. 
They are liberal. They follow every twist and turn 
of the Communist p arty line, but all th a t is coin­ 
cidental and is unrelated to anyone or anything 
living or dead. 
Seldes’ point is that 
he publishes Tn F a c t” 
to provide news which the regular daily press is 
afraid to handle. Of course, he does not say th a t 
m any of his items would send financially respon­ 
sible new spapers into the courts lor libel. 
. The publication appeared in Hie Spring of 1910 
to"keep the United S ta te s out o! “the imperialist 
w a r”— that is the one against Hitler. “W ar hysteria 
is sweeping fhe land,” said ho. And he opposed 
conscription because: “1. It encourages the B ritish 
to con tinu e the fight against G erm any. 2. it m akes 
possible U. S. seizure of the disintegrating British 
Em pire, if G erm any defeats England.” 
But on 
Ju n e 22. 1941, afte r the abrogation of the Hitler- 
Stalin Alliance, Seldes went to w ar, as did Earl 
Brow der and the A m erican Communist Party. 
Now' th a t does not, by legal definition, prove 
that a m an is a Com munist, but it does show that 
he can do some very swift tw isting when it is 
necessary. And that is w hat the Congressional Un- 
A m erican Activities C om m ittee ought to investi­ 
gate. Seldes ought 
to have his day before the

ANGINA PECTORIS 
Some m onths ago I w rote about the good results 
obtained by use of testosterone propionate in the 
tre a tm e n t of angina pectoris, that severe gripping 
pain under breast bone. As some physicians did not 
obtain these good results there w as for a tim e sonic 
question as to the real value of this drug, w hich is 
extracted from the male sox glands of animals.

W ashington, April 17— The “left 
w ing” has certainly sta rte d out on 
a cam paign to discredit any or all 
legislation which might protect the 
public interest as against monopo­ 
listic strikes or unjustified work 
stoppages.

Not since 1923 
have April 1 stocks been so low. 


Officials said the trade has been 


reluctant, to buy eggs for storage 
for future sale because of concern 
over prices. Influencing storage 
operators, officials said, arc fore- 
casts of a downturn in 
farm 


prices and a possible industrial re- 
cession later in the year. 


Meanwhile, 
government price 


support programs arc maintaining 
farm prices of eggs at the highest 
level for this season of the yqar 
since the World War I period.

newspaper hands. Today’s hand 
was given to me by Krcisel, who 
thought it was an ideal newspaper 
hand. 
Leventritt differed. lie thought 
tin' most interesting hands were 
those about which even the ex­ 
perts argued. 1 agree with Leven­ 
tritt, but 1 like today’s hand. 
Several pairs made the hand 
because when East won the open­ 
ing lead with tRe king of dia­ 
monds lie shifted to a club and 
South took the finesse. 
The only way to defeat 
hand is for West to open the 
of hearts -no oP,er heart 
the trick. 
With the diamond opening 
is the line of play presented by 
Leventritt and Krcisel: Let us say 
that East wins the first trick with 
the ace of diamonds and returns 
the 
diamond 
king. 
Instead 
of 
trumping this, South discards the 
six of hearts. 11 East shifts to a 
spade, declarer wins it in dummy 
and then takes the club finesse; 
or if East returns a elub, South 
takes the finesse immediately. 
If South trumps the second dia­ 
mond, he has to work out a rather 
involved endplay to make the con­ 
tract. He must cash the «’tee of 
clubs, triimp the eight ol clubs in 
dummy, 
and 
lead 
the jack of 
spades. East ol course will not 
cover, so the ten of spades is led 
and overtaken with 
the queen. 
Now the balance of the spades are 
cashed, and East is forced to bare 
down to the ace-quecn of hearts 
and the queen and one club. De­ 
clarer then cashes the king of 
clubs and throws East in the lead 
with the jack. 
If East bares down to the ace 
of hearts and throe clubs, South 
has to lead a heart to East’s ace 
and then ta k e th e club finesse.

the casualty toll was being tabu­ 
lated by six men. I closed the door 
behind me, walked to the center 
of the big room and a terrilic ex­ 
plosion shook the building and 
brought plaster from the ceiling. 
One man dived under a table, 
another hit the floor, a third rolled 
up against ihe frortt door, block­ 
ing it. 
Two seconds later came a second 
thunderous blast. 
I yanked the 
door open, pushing the man out 
of the way and plunged into the 
street in a vacant lot. I watched 
red-hot steel streaming into the 
sky. A fiery black cloud to 2,000 
feet. Then steel fragments pinged 
¡on the sidewalk and pavement. 
In the dock area the jagged 
pieces were falling like rain. 
VV. H. Boucher, a volunteer help­ 
er from Goose Creek, Texas, was 
in the danger area, helping to 
Iree trapped bodies from debris. 
Cut Man’s Leg Off 
“The blast,” be said, “blovvcd 
the buttons off my jacket. A piece 
of shrapnel cut the right leg off 
a man standing right beside me. 
A Red Cross nurse helped me tix 
him a tourniquet. Her head was 
bleeding but she didn’t pay any 
attention to herself. The man was 
conscious but he didn't say a word. 
He didn’t even moan. I stayed with 
him 
until 
they 
brought, up a 
stretcher and carried him off.” 
Fifteen seconds after the second 
explosion rescue work got under­ 
way. A loudspeaker across from 
the city hall came to life with a 
man at the microphone profanely 
urging action. A siren wailed and 
then there was a chorus of wails 
and patrol cars and ambulances 
gunned up the street heading for 
the w ater front. 
In seven minutes ambulances 
had 
returned, 
discharging 
the 
first casualties in a heavily sf>ot- 
lighted area back of 
the 
city 
hall. Two dozen cots soon 
were 
filled. Doctors and 
nurses 
ad­ 
ministered 
emergency 
aid 
and 
walked between the cots. All the 
men were conscious, 
all

silent. Some grimaced with pain. 
They huddled under 
arm y blan­ 
kets. 
Two Boy Scouts held a blanket 
to shield Harold Keith. 20, rescue 
worker from Goose Creek, Texas, 
whose leg was sliced by falling 
steel. 
“I tried to crawl under a car.” 
Keith said, “but there were too 
many already 
under 
it . There 
wasn’t room for me.” 
Mrs. Clay Martin, 38, Houston 
nurse, 
circulated 
among 
the 
patients. She went on working in 
spilt* of the fact she had 
eight 
broken ribs by jagged shrapnel. 
All day long she had been in

dock area, distributing coffee and 
sandwiches and treating the

Evacuees Reach 
Houston; Feu Are 
Found on Train 


Houston, Tex., April 17 </Pi—The 
weary and 
the injured ot 
the 
Texas City disaster began arriving 
in Houston iast night— evacuees 
seeking refuge.. 
Forty ot them, some carrying 
halies m arms, arrived aboard a 
21-car train, hut the refugees tilled 
little more than one car. 
“I don’t know why more didn’t 
come. 
They sort of seemed to be 
in a daze down there and didn’t 
know whether to leave or not,” 
Miss Eddie Norris, about 40, said. 
She limped from ihe train to one 
of 14 waiting bases that whisked 
the evacuees to the city audito­ 
rium tor medical attention, cotice 
and sandwiches 
and sleep. 
Phillip Flores, 20-year-old wa­ 
terfront 
worker, 
said 
countless 
other Texas City residents were 
coming to Houston by truck. 
“Somehow, they didn’t seem to 
want to ride the train,” Flores 
said. 
He said he was less than a block 
from the first explosion when it 
occurred. 
“It knocked me flat on my lace. 
Then I jumped into the w ater to 
save myself. 
There were more 
than a hundred others in the wa­ 
ter, some of them dead,” Flores 
said. 
More than a hundred spectators 
were at the depot as the train 
pulled in. 
There were even more 
lookers-on at city auditorium. 
Like Vast Hospital 
Inside, 
the auditorium

like a vast field hospital.

were six neat rows of 20 beds each, 
but not many were occupied at 
midnight.

Symposium

Chemistry and Chemical Engineer­ 
ing Curricula at the meeting of 
the society in this dity, said fur­ 
ther. “Fundamental chemical re­ 
search is developing so many new 
facts and theories that chemistry 
teachers are bedeviled on the one 
hand by the problem of expand­ 
ing the content of their courses 
and 
on 
the 
other 
by 
the 
d e m a n d s 
of 
their 
fellow 
educators that chemistry students 
of today must have much more 
general education in order to live 
as intelligent citizens in our con­ 
temporary society.” 
Dr. Fuller, who before his elec­ 
tion to ihe presidency of Bard in 
1946 as successor to Harold Gray 
was chemistry professor at 
the 
college, served during the w ar in 
the development 
of the atomic 
bomb as administrative aide in 
the research laboratories of the 
M anhattan project, New York. 
Three A ppróachcs Are Open 
The remainder of Dr. Fuller's 
talk follows: 
Three 
approaches 
for 
solving 
this problem are open to us: (1) 
we may drop some of the older 
subject m a tte r in our chemistry 
| courses to m ake way for n e w e r - 
more integrative- knowledge; (2) 
we may 
expand 
our 
chemistry 
courses a t the expense of general 
education; (3) we may extend the 
tirrte 
devoted 
to 
undergraduate 
training. At Bard we have chosen 
the first approach, with the em ­ 
phasis on the integration of know­ 
ledge. 
Since 
the 
fundamental 
theories of chemical reaction are 
being elucidated more and more 
in terms of physical (mechanical 
and electrical) concepts, we have 
tried to m ake such concepts the 
foundation 
of 
our 
approach 
to 
chemistry. 
The integrative concept 
upon 
which the lirst sem ester’s work is 
based 
is 
the 
atomic-molecular 
theory of matter. 
This 
approach 
require^ a working knowledge of 
simple kinematics and dynamics. 
Laboratory observations 
of 
the 
velocities of moving 
bodies 
as 
known times are correlated 
by 
graphing the data on cartesian co­ 
ordinates. The straight line 
rela­ 
tionship found is 
analyzed 
alge­ 
braically to bring out the under­ 
lying 
unity 
ol 
algebra 
and 
geometry as two tools for study­ 
ing qualitative data. The basic con­ 
cepts of force and mass are de­ 
veloped by 
similar 
techniques. 
Newton's Laws of Motion serve to 
correlate

H ydrosta­ 
tics and the concept

Actually, tuberculosis 
is not inherited, hut is transm itted 
from one person tí» another. It 
recurs in families because, in the 
close associations of family life, 
a person who has the disease, 
and doesn’t know it, subjects his 
relativos to a continuous barrage 
of TB germs.

O th er people, asked to describe 
tuberculosis, speak of a hacking 
cough, a w asting aw ay of flesh, 
the spitting of blood, listlessness 
and fatigue. W hat they are ac tu a l­ 
ly 
describing is 
advanced 
TB. 
Early tuberculosis has no such 
symptoms. 
People who are not 
sold on the idea of periodic chest 
X-rays and physical exam inations I 
may have tuberculosis for months 
before they become aw are of it. j 
The most effective medical Iroat- ¡ 
merit is possible when Ihe disease ! 
is diagnosed early. 
Some, thinking that a change of J 
clim ate is essential in the treat- I 
merit of TB, u*ge a tuberculosis , 
patient to travel to some distant j 
spot. Medical authorities now he-I 
hove that clim ate alone can neith- I 
er arrest nor greatly benefit a ¡ 
case of tuberculosis. Accordingly, j 
there arc now' public sanatorium s j 
within each state. 
A nother popular belief is that ! 
TB is a young people’s disease, and ! 
that those past 35 are safe from 
it. While it is true that TB kills.J 
mor< young men and women from I 
13 to 35 years of age than any 
oth er disease, it is also true that 
tuberculosis is not limited to any 
specific age group and m ay strike 
anyone.

the casualty toll was being tabu- 
lated by six men. I closed the door 
behind me, walked to the center 
of the big room and a terrific ex- 
plosion shook the building and 
brought plaster from the ceiling. 


One man dived under u table, 
another hit the floor, a third rolled 
up against the front door, lilock- 
iiif? it. 


Two seconds later cam<; a second 


thunderous blast. I yanked 
Hie 
door open, pushing the man out 
of the way and plunged into the 
street in a vacant lot. I watched 
red-hot steel streaming into the 
sky. A fiery black 'cloud to 2,000 
feet. Then steel fragments pinged 
on the sidewalk and pavement. 
In the dock area the jugged 
pieces were fulling liku rain. 
W. H. Boucher, a volunteer help- 
er from Goose Creek, Texas, was 
in the danger area, helping 10 
free trapped foodies from debris. 


Cut Man's Leg Oil 


"The blast," he said, "blowed 


the buttons off my jacket. A piece 
of shrapnel cut the right leg off 
a man standing right beside me. 
A Red Cross nurse helped me fix 
him a tourniquet. Her head was 
bleeding but she didn't pay any 
attention to herself. The man was 
conscious but he didn't say a word. 
He didn't even moan. I stayed with

until they 
brought up

stretcher and carried him off." 


Fifteen seconds after the second 
explosion rescue work got under- 
way. A loudspeaker across from 
the city hall came to life with a 
man at the microphone profanely 
urging action. A siren wailed and 
then there was a chorus of wails 
and patrol cars and ambulances 
gunned up ttje street heading for 
the water front.

Evacuees Reach 
Houston; Few Are 
Found on Train 


Houston, Tex., April 17 (/Pi— The 


weary and the 
injured 
of the 


Texas City disaster began arriving 
in Houston lust night—evacuees 
seeking refuge.. 


Forty of them, some carrying 


bubes in arms, arrived aboard a 
2l-ear train, but the refugees lilled 
little more than one car. 
"I don't know why more didn't 


come. They sort ol seemed lo be 
in a daze down there and didn't 
know whether to leave or not," 
Miss Eddie Norris, about 40, said. 


She limped from the train to one 


of 14 waiting liases (hat: whisked 
the evacuees 1» the ciiy audito- 
rium for medical attention, coffee 
and sandwiches—and sleep. 


Phillip Flores, liO-ycar-old wa- 
terfront 
worker, said countless 


other Texas City residents were 
coming to Houston by truck. 
"Somehow, they didn't seem to 


want to ride the train," Flores 
said. 
He said he was less than a block 


from the first explosion when ii. 
occurred. 


"It knocked me flat on my face. 
Then I jumped into the water to 
save mysell'. 
There were more 
than a hundred others in the wa- 
ter, some ol them dead," Flores 
said. 
More than a hundred spectators 
were at the depot as the trai'n 
pulled in. There were even more 
lookers-on at city auditorium. 


Like Vast Hospital 


Inside, the auditorium looked 


like a vast field hospital. There 
were six neat rows of 20 beds each, 
but not many were occupied at 
midnight. Only a few of the refu- 
gees seemed to want sleep. Mostly, 
they just walked around. 
The city had 2200 cots at the 


auditorium, Acting City Manager 
W. B. Collier said.

The danger of using flammable 
liquid in the home was demon­ 
strated by Charles Vogel of Al­ 
bany, a representative of insur­ 
ance companies, at the Rotary Club 
luncheon-meeting held Wednesday 
at the Hotel Stuyvesant. 
In 
his very worthwhile 
talk, 
which was illustrated, Mr. Vogel 
used gasoline, and only four drops, 
to show how’ fumes of this liquid 
explode violently by the tiniest 
flame or spark or even from static 
electricity caused by the rubbing 
of cloth. 
He also demonstrated how the 
fumes from the flammable liquid 
contained in ordinary fingernail 
polish starts fires. 
Hundreds of persons are killed 
annually 
attempting 
to 
clean 
clothes with gasoline, benzine and 
naphtha in the home, the speaker 
said, and he cautioned that all 
flammable liquids and cloths-used 
in cleaning be removed from the 
home. 
The dangers of flammable ma­ 
terial 
used for decorations and 
costumes for children’s plays and 
parties are graphically portrayed 
by the speaker. 
A new type of fire extinguisher 
using dry ice to extinguish blazes 
also was demonstrated. 
In his explanation, it was point­ 
ed out that three elements, fuel, 
heat and air are required to start 
a fire. 
The speaker congratulated Fire 
Chief Joseph L. Murphy, whom he 
said was one of the best fire chiefs 
in New York state.

Thus "health 
education" began informally, be- 
fore we ever set foot in a class- 
room. 


Unfortunately, in many cases 


health oclucation is not only in- 
formal, it is unscientific. Folklore 
is taken for fact, nnd pseudo- 
mi.'tiica! .superstitions are hclicvcd 
nnd practised, with great dam- 
ii).'.n to individual or community 
hi.'itllh. Tho more terrifying a dis- 
ease, the more varied Ihe rumors 
and half-truths that surround it. 
Tho facts ahout tuberculosis, for 
example, are often misconstrued.

Thc> most: effective medical treat- 
ment is possible when the disease 
is diagnosed early. 


Some, thinking that a change of 


climate is essential in the treat- 
ment of TB, Uigc a tuberculosis 
patient to travel to some distant 
s|>ol. Medical authorities now be- 
! licve that climate alone can neith- 
; or arrest nor greatly benolit a 
case of tuberculosis. Accordingly, 
there arc now public sanatoriums 
within each state. 


Another popular belief is that 
TB is a young people's disease, and 
that those past 35 arc sale from 
it. While it is true that TB kills 
more young men and women from 
13 to 35 years of age than any 
other disease, it is also true 1hat 
tuberculosis is not limited to any 
specific age group and may strike 
anyone.
